It Is even said that 
tho joint conclusions reached by General 
Lee and Senor Congosto, and signed by 


a basis sufficient to 


ENGLISH LOSSES IN INDIA. 


Many Officer* and Hen Killed U an Up- 


rising OB the Northern Frontier. 


Bombay, June 11.—A dispatch from 


Simla, the residence of tbe Indian govern- 
ment officials during tbe heated period 
of tbe year, announces serious trouble on 
the northern frontier and tbe massacre of 
a number of British officers and native 
soldiers in government employ. From 
particulars obtained at present, it seems 
two guns belonging to tbe Bombay 
mounted battery, escorted by 800 men be- 
longing to tbe flrst regiment of Sikfaas 
and first Punjab regiment, were treacher- 
ously attacked In Toobl valley by "a large 
foroo of hostile natives. The first report 
said that Colonel Bunny, two officers and 
85 privates were killed, and three officers 
and 15 men wounded. In addition a 
number of horse* and mules were killed. 
The It dloatlons are that the affair i* more 
than i; mere conflict with warlike natives 
and that tbe notorious Mullah of Powln- 
dah is at the bottom of tbe tronb'e. Tbe 
latest advices are tbat a political officer, 
Mr. McGee, was visiting 8hlranl*wlth an 
escort of troops when be was attacked at 
Malza by vastly superior farces and com- 
pelled to retreat for several miles.

Iron and Steel association has Issued bis 
annual report for 1896. Tbe report con- 
tains complete statistics of Ironjand steel 
industries of the United States for 1896 
andd a review of their present condition, 
also the statistics of the Iron and steel in- 
dustries of foreign countries in past year. 
In 189(1 tbe United States made 8,688,187 
tons of pig lion, 8,910,096 ton* of Besse- 
mer steel Ingots, 1,899,700 tons open 
hearth steel, 881,689 tons of steel of all 
kinds, and rolled In all 6,616841 tons of 
finished iron and steel, inolnldng rails. 
There were also shipped In the same year 
9,916,085 grow tons of Lake Superior Iron 
ore and 8,411,609 net ton* of ConnellrrtHe 
coke.

adorned Fort Hamilton and guarded the 
lower bay from the Long Wand 
shore for ao many years are being re- 
moved to make place for the new and 
improved rapid-fire rifles. The work of 
making improvements to the old fort 
was begtln more than two years ago, 
and is being pushed as rapidly as pos- 
sible. 
Mo*t of the large Hodman guns that 


were mounted there long before the war 
and never fired have been dismounted 
and are now waiting to be sold for junk. 
Some of these guns are the largest that 
have ever been made in the United 
States, and when they were construct- 
ed were considered to be the finest speci- 
mens of the gunmaker's art. 
Several 


of them were ?0 inches in diameter in 
the muzzle. 
They were never) dis- 


charged, for the government failed to 
make any projectiles for them. They 
were used aa ornaments, and for the 
men stationed there to practice with. 


One of the new ten-inch rapid-fire 


rifles that is to take Hie place of the old 
gnns has been mounted on a Bufflng- 
ton-Crozler disappearing carrt'^jee at 
the southern end of the works.r It is in a 
casement constructed of concrete over 
80 feet in thickness, backed up on the 
•hore side by earth over 50 feet thick. 
When the gun is in repose or loading 
condition it Is far below the top of the* 
casement and secured from the view of 
the enemy. This gun was mounted 
eome time sgo, and marks the begin- 
ning of the improvements that are to be 
made, and which, when completed, will 
be one of the strongest coast defenses 
in poisesion of the government. There 
ore to be four of the guns mounted. 
The second casement is now in course 
oi construction and will be resdy to 
have the gun mounted within the next 
two months.

Undoubtedly the most extraordinary 


township In England is that of Skid- 
daw, 
in Cumberland. 
It Contain* but 


one house, the occupier of which IS un- 
able to exercise the Britori*i|/privilege 
of voting because'there is no overseer 
to prepare a voters' list, and no church 
or other place of worship or assembly 
on which to publish one. 


The most remote village in England is 


that of Farley-cum-Pitton. This truly 
rural spot la 30% miles from the near- 
est railway station. 
AH a contrast to 


this may be mentioned the hamlet of 
Tetrad, about ten miles from Cardiff. 
This tiny settlement possesses two im- 
portant main roads, two railways and 
two large rivers. 


A very unique feature ia exclusively 


claimed by Trlmley, a small village in 
{Suffolk. 
In the one churchyard, of the 


parish two churches are to be seen. 
Service is conducted three times, a 
week In each of theee churches at the 
same hour. 


The deepest well in England is found 


at Hamilton, in Hampshire. It stretches 
360 feet below the surface of the earth. 
About half-way down this well shaft Is a 
subway, three miles in length, which 
leads to the seacoast. 


On the top-of the parish church tow- 


er In Bicknoller, Somersetshire, is a 
yew tree, now five feet high, and still 
growing in a hardy fashion. It is gen- 
erally believed that the tree owes its 
origin to a seed dropped by a bird. 


Perhaps the most splendidly deco- 


rated church in the kingdom is that of 
Whitley Court, Worcestershire. It is 
entirely constructed of white marble, 
the pews are chastely carved, and the 
pulpit is of genuine Carrara marble, 
richly paneled with precious stones. 


On the village green at Meriden In War- 


wickshire, there is a large stone cross, 
which ia supposed to -mark the central 
point of England.—Pearson's Weekly. „,
